In Brush Areas 


For Alberta Makes Recom- 
mendations 

The provincial committee on field- 
crop experiments for Alberta, of 
which Prof. G. H. Cutler, of the uni- 
versity is chairman, makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations for summer- 
fallowing in brush arcas: 

“In those districts where precipi- 
tation is adequate, summerfallowing 
is not necessary as a means of con- 
serving moisture, but may be employ- 
ed in freeing the land from weeds. 
Even in so doing on our heavy black 
soils the crop following the summer- 
fallow grows too rank and matures 
too late to give best results, Under 
these conditions it invariably lodges 
and fills poorly. If

Investigation by the Colorado Ag- 
ricultural College is beginning to 
show that shrinkage of live stock 
when shipped to market can be very 
greatly reduced, The most important 
thing is a comfortable car and not 
much crowding. The next thing is to 
have the animals well fed and con- 
tented when they are loaded and until 
they are sold at the terminal market, 
In other words, plenty of feed and 
water and comfortable quarters are 
most important, 

“Some farmers,” says R. W. Clark, 
live stock specialist for that institu- 
tion, “ship regularly with little or no 
shrinkage, while others at all times 
have enormous shrinkage.”

The Germans have failed in their 
effort to stamp their culture upon the 
Turk and, instead, the English lan- 


guage is beginning to rank next to 
French in the commercial life of the 
Levant, 

In the war period German language 
schools were opened throughout Con- 
stantinople, in which German officers 
were required to teach and German 
papers were circulated by all possible 
means. But the results were almost 
nil. Most of the schools were free 
and failed to attract better classes, 
and French was too strongly en- 
trenched as the language of trade and 
social intercourse to be displaced. 

Since the armistice Italians have 
been working industrially to popular- 
ize their language and literature. Ital- 
ian officers are now teaching schools 
as the Germans did.

May Continue for 


Another Year 


Ottawa,—Remarks let drop by Pre- 
mier Borden when outlining the legis- 
lation that stands between now and 
prorogation were taken to indicate 
that the Canada Wheat Board will 
continue another year. Sir Robert 
said the government was “consider- 
ing legislation” on the subject and the 
mention of the fact along with other 
measures outlined is thought to mean 
that the existence of the wheat con- 
trol system will continue for another 
year any way. Any suggestion of 
permanency of the idea is likely to 
be scouted, 

The matter has been the subject of 
a vigorous lobby for some months 
the grain exchanges and similar 
bodies have been very insistent upon 
control being relaxed and the old or- 
der reverted to, but on the other hand 
the recommendation of such an or- 
ganization as the Canadian Council 
of Agriculture, and a considerable 
volume of approving press comment 
carry much weight. The proposal, if 
adopted will be in all probability only 
a matter of another year and will not 
embrace the wheat and elevator nat- 
ionalization advocated in certain quar- 
ters. 


Name British Objections 


Marine Bill Would Prevent Use of 
Other Than U. S. 
Ships 

Washington.—British objections to 
the enforcement of the new Ameri- 
can merchant marine bill are under- 
stood to be based principally on two 
sections of the measure. 

The first prohibits the carrying of 
merchandise in other than American 
ships between American ports via a 
foreign port. This would stop freight 
carriage between the United States 
and Alaska over Canadian railroad 
lines or in Canadian ships, which has 
grown into a business of magnitude. 

The other section directs the pres- 
ident to abrogate all treaties which 
restrict the right of the United States 
to impose discriminatory duties upon |

Reported to be Plotting Revolt 
Among Mohammedans 

Washington.—Details of the much- 

heralded uprisings in the Mohamme- 
dan world, against British rule and 
in favor of Turkish Nationalists and 
Bolsheviki, were received here in offi- 
cial advices. The reports confirm ad- 
vices as to Moscow and Munich con- 
ferences received some time ago by 
the United States state department. 
Enver Pasha, Djemal Pasha and Tal- 
aat Pasha, Turkish Nationalist lead- 
ers, were reported to have conferred 
with Spartacists and Bolsheviki at 
Munich while representatives from 
India, Egypt, Afghanistan, Persia, 
Azerbaijan and Georgia met Turkish 
Nationalists and Lenine, the Bolshe- 
viki leader, at Moscow. 
Plans for uprisings in the Moham- 
medan world, coincident with a Bol- 
sheviki thrust on Persia and India, are 
said to have been laid at these meet- 
ings. A force of 150,000 troops com- 
manded by General Kuropatkin, was 
promised the Mohainmedan world by 
Lenine at Moscow, it has been re- 
ported. Following the two confer- 
ences a training school was estab- 
lished at Moscow for representatives 
of the Turkish Nationalists, according 
to the official despatches received. 
From this school, after a rigorous 
course of instruction in the plans and 
objects of the conspiracy, groups of 
from ten to twenty and fifty of the 
“Young Turks,” it is said, were sent 
to propaganda headquarters in Per- 
sia, Afghanistan, India, Egypt, Geor- 
| gia, Azerbaijan and Bulgaria to pro- 
mote intrigue and make ready for the 
march southeastward of the Bolshev- 
iki army through Persia to India, 
and southward toward Egypt. 

Enver Pasha, chief of the Turkish
